He also,asked the school to per- 
sue that course of self respect that they might review the term 
with satisfaction through life. It is possible and desirable for 
youth to have a high standard and strive to obtain it. Besides, 
improving the evenings in study might add one third to their suc- 
cess.

The committee was 
hopeful for her success, but at the end of her third week she fell 
and was so injured'that she could not return to her.work. In the 
Fall Miss Leona Cheney taught seven weeks. The progress was 
all that could be expected. In the various studies the scholars 
did well for the length of time. The school-house here should be 
repaired or rebuilt. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


A portion of this district in Greenfield. LL. C. Rogers, Pru- 
dential Committee. Miss Mary J. Mananan, teacher, who 
taught here last season and showed herself familiar with her work. 
The number of scholars, only seven, not enough, to call out the 
highest enthusiasm. This was closing the money of last year, the 
tax of 1881 is not expended. ) 

Parents have a vast responsibility to know that. their chil- 
dren are at school and not absent or tardy. By neglect here 
and in other ways wrong habits are formed that follow through 
life. School-time is worth more than money. Five minutes 
lost—five cents lJost—afhalf a day or a day lost. Absent 
scholars harm themselves, and in fact harm the whole school. 
May not parents and others wnite with them to improve the 
schools so that the youth may gain much knowledge for the duties 
and business of life. The wisest course should be taken to gain 
the highest good for the money raised,!then you need not send . 
your children so much to schools out of town. 

In the report of 1877 I see the money for this district was 
$605 61. Youth is the seed-time of life. Let: good seed be 
sown. Let all seek to secure the hundred fold.
